W. R. Poag, Living Near Al- 
ton, Received Threaten- 
ing Note. 








A man who had demanded $1000 from 
W. R. Peag, a wealthy farmer living 
10 miles south of Alton, on pain of 
death, was shot by Henry Joerger, a 
hand in Peag’s employ, at 6:30 p. m. 
Sunday, as he crept under a culvert near 
the Peag home searching for the tin box 
of money he had ordered to be placed 
there. 

Joerger fired twice with a’ shotgun. 
The figure under the bridge leaped and 
yelled, then broke through the weeds 
on the run, A few minutes afterward 


Sheriff Jones froh Edwardsville and 
Deputy Sheriff Crowe of Alton, who 
have been guarding the Poag home 
since the threatening letter was re- 
ceived last Monday, appeared. 

They found that the wounded man 
could be traced by his foot print, a long 
No. 13 shoe, with a pointed toe. He 
also left a trail of bloed. 

The officers followed the fugitive as 
far as the Edwardsville crossing, where 
the McKinley System, Alton and other 
roads cross. By «that time the blood- 


Stains had disappeared and after see-. 


ing where the man with the big feet had 
turned north toward Alton the officers 
lost the trall. | 

_The note left Monday demanded that 
$1000 be placed in a tin box under the 
McKinley system culvert 3 yards from 
the Poag house. Poag notified the ‘Sher- 
iff and officers guarded the house every 
night during the week except Thurs- 
day. : 

About 10 p. m. Thursday a man was 
heard in the yard. He rattled windows 
and called out: ‘You'd better come 
across with that money.” 

He was frightened away and the next 
night an empty tin box was placed un- 
der the culvert_as a bait for the black- 
mailer. Every member of the family 
and all employes on the farm carried 
arms. 

Joerger describes the man he shot as 
tall; wearing a slouch hat and a biack 
overcoat. He had bushy hair and was 
white. Sheriff Jones said Monday that 
he thought he knew. who the man is 
and that he expected to make an arrest 
soon.

The combat between the crowd and the police, which was at the very

of a riot, followed an altercation between Delegate Ferd Warner of the 


Second Ward and a police sergeant. 

Warner, who was bondsmen for a 
number of the men arrested in Sun- 
day’s raids on 61 lid clubs, in which the 
total number of arrests was 832, was 
ordered by Judge Pollard to bring his 
clients into court or their bonds would 
be forfeited. When he rounded the men 
up in the-waiting throng ovtside the 
Sergeant, acting on Pollard’s previous 
order to admit no one else to the over-

The part taken by Barnsdall in these 
plans is shown by testimony, given a 
year ago by William G. Rockefélier. He 
said that the securities given by Theo- 
dore Barnsdall for a $7,500,000 loan were 
never put on the books as collateral. 
They were sent te the Pittsburg Trust 
Co. by Rockefeller on request of John 
D. Archbold. / 

Trust Easy on Barpsdall, 

Rockefeller did not wish te be respons!- 
ble for them, as, he said, they were not 
‘“‘gilt-edged.”” The reason, he testified, 
why the‘Standard was so easy with 
Barnsdall was that h» was “hard up.’’ 
The only interest he ever paid was' 
$4964.58, paid Jan. 6, 1906. He gave notes 
for the interest right along, which were 
charged up, but later charged off. 

Although witnesses have said _ that 
Barnsdall is known principally as an oil 
and gas speculator, the Government has 
information that he and the companies 
with which he is connected are the lar- 
gest producers in the West, their oil 
and gas lands aggregating 349,000 acres. 

It has long puzzled the Government 
ceunsel how Barnsdall, disowned by the 
Standard Oil Co. as an agent, should 
have and hold such great interests. One 
of the counsel said to a New York cor- 


respondent of the Post-Dispatch: 


“We believe that Barnsdall is simply 
a stalking horse for the Standard Oil 
Co. To suppose that it wou:d lend to a 
man said by one of its officials to be 
‘hard up,’ accepting for the loan securi- 
ties which the same official said were 
not gilt-edged, is absurd. 

“The Standard does not lend money 
to independents without getting some 
rather big return. It, therefore, would 
not permit an independent to get con- 
trol of one of the most desirable oll 
and gas fields in the country without a 
hand in the game. 

“If Barnsdall controls the production 
and the Standard never buys oil weils, 
the Standard; you may be sure, controls 
the pipe lines,’’ the counsol continued. 
‘That has been its policy right along. 
The Perry Oil :-Weli and Gas Co. is a 
Standard concern. Controlling the pipe 
lines, the Standard can afford to let 
others own the wells. In this way the 
so-called hazard of the business is large- 
ly eliminated. 

“If Mr. Barnsdall is building a pipe 
line to cost $7,500,000, as the report from 
Pittsburg states, where is tnis ‘hard-up’ 
man getting the money? That is a very 
significant amount. 

“But he is also going to pipe the gas 
into the homes where big pipe has its 
terminus—St. Louis. It is said that the 
cost will be an additional $7,500,000. 
Where wil Ithis ‘hard-up’ man get the 
money when all the securities he has 
may be similar to those offered to the 
Standard Oil Co., and who will be so 
accommodating, in view of his ‘hard-up’ 
condition?” 

Up to last week Mr. Barnsdall was 
known as the “mysterious.”” According 
to the Government counsel, the report 
from Pittsburg has largely cleared up 
whatever mystery there may have been 
about him or his affairs and connec- 


tions. 


Dispatches from Pittsburg, where 
Barnsdall has his office, state that 
Barnsdall, who is believed there to be 
acting for the Standard, has obtained

At the offices of Mr. Barnsdall it was 
admitted plans were under way for the 
laying of a 24-inch main from Oklahoma 
to St. Louis, an air-line distance of 330 
miles.

In his 
cross-examination Mr. Kellogg asked 
him how he could regard as hazardous 
a business which had returned such 
enormous profits. Mr. Rockefeller re- 
plied that the fact that a business had 
been profitable was no argument against 
a contention that it was hazardous, and 
he reiterated that oil refining was a 
hazardous business, even up to the pres- 
ent time. 

Mr. Kellogg maintains that Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s gratuitous statement that “It is 
hazardous up to the present time’”’ opens 
up to him the whole period of the Stand- 
ard’s history. 1 


Trust 29 Years Old. 


Examination of documents filed as 
evidence by the Standard Oil attorneys 
and identified by Mr. Rockefeller, re- 
veals the fact that John D. Rockefeller’s

/ Moment when he Was angry at Eng- 
land, and this fit passed off, and, fore- 
‘geeing trouble when the _ interview 
should be published he sought to néu- 
tralize its effect by causing the pub- 
lication beforehand of a pro-English 
interview in the Daily Telegraph. It is 
now declared that the Daily Telegraph 
received its interview from an emis- 
gary of the Emperor himself. 

In a‘ recent editorial defending itself 
against the charge of stirring up bad 
blood, the Daily Telegraph said: ‘We 
_ mever sought the interview.” 

Will Damage the Emperor. 

The violent views and sentiments ex- 
pressed in the Hale interview are not 
Calculated to foment il) feeling between 
Germany and England, but it is thought 
4t will irretrievably damage the Em- 
peror. 

The Observer calls the .article “A 
sensation absolutely unparalleled,’ add- 
‘ing that the British Foreign Office was 
*as anxious as the German Foreign 
Ministry to prevent its publication, and 
that the London Times had a full copy 
of. the interview, which it suppressed 
in obedience , fo the wishes of the} 
’ authorities here, 

“The wholé article,” the Observer 
predicts, “is now quite certain sooner 
or later to see the light.” 

Sir Charles Dilke refused to talk upon 
the subject in detail, but he made sév- 
eral interesting comments when the 
‘Post-Dispatch cerrespondent saw him to- 
day at his country house near Woking.

HIT THE HAREM MARKET 
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Abdul Aziz, Sultan, Offers 200 Wives to Muley 
Hafid for $100,000, but Muley Is Shrewd 
Trader and Bids $95,000.59. 





FEZ, Nov. 23.—Abdul Aziz, Sultan of 
Morocco, is so badly bent financially 
that he is trying to sell his harem to his 
harum-scarum brother, Muley Hafid. 
Abdul has made the official inventory 
and appraised his 200 wives at $500 per, 
aggregating $100,000. Muley has the deal 
under consideration, but it is said he 
thinks the price is too high. 

Abdul stocked his household through 
an agent at Tangier. All his wives are 
Circassians and are of surpass|ng 
beauty. They are editions de luxe of 
all the imperial slaves ever bound in 
Morocco. The six best sellers, accord- 
ing to Abdul’s press agent, are worth 
more than $600, but he is willing to let 
them go at that figure if Muley is satis- 
fied with the balance of the figures and 
takes the entire lot. — 

Muley stubbornly declines to accept 
them in a lump at the round price of 
$100,000, however. He wants to purchase 
them individually. He concedes tha’ 
some are worth $500, but argues that 
others ought to be cheaper. A wife with 
a glass eye, for instance, is not worth 
as much in Muley’s market as is one 
with both optics working. He is under- 


stood to have offered $95,000.59. 

“Abdul wouldn’t sell at all if he could 
afford to keep them,’’ is the explana- 
tion at the palace. ‘‘But the cost of liv- 
ing has increased so lately that he has 
decided to worry along with four or five 
wives until the financial depression has 
passed.

Fire in Chicago’ Residence 
Proved Valuable Clew to 
Detectives. 





CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—With the arrest 
in Memphis yesterday of two more al- 
leged counterfeiters, the secret service 
operatives believed they had captured 
all of the gang which has been making 
the bogus $5 bills which have been cir- 
culated in St. Louis. Three others were 
arrested in Chicago and Joliet Satur- 
day. 

A fire in a West Side residence, in 
Which $30,000 in counterfeit money had 
been “planted,” was incidentally re- 
sponsible for the arrest of the alleged 
counterfeiters. 

The building was partly burned 
about three weeks ago. When the 
flames were noticed by neighbors, they 
ran to the house and attempted to force 
an entrance. They were confronted by 
wo men with revolvers, who prevented 
them from entering. When questioned 
the men said they could extinguish the 
blaze without the aid of the fire depart- 
ment or any one else. 


Partially Burned Bill Found. 


This action excited suspicion, but 
the ‘authorities were not informed until 
they began an investigation, which was 
caused by the finding of a partly burned 
$5 bill by a milkman on the lake front. 
The milkman sent the bill to Wash- 
ington to be redeemed. There it was 
discovered that the money was coun- 
terfeit. 

It was found that red ink had been 
used to represent the silk threads which 
are woven into the paper from which 
money is made. 

The Federal authorities immediately 
began an investigation, which was 
headed by John Wilkie, chief of the se- 
cret service, who is now in Chicago. 
Every fire in the city which has aroused 
suspicion was inquired into, until final- 
ly the Government agents obtained a 
report of the blaze on the West Side. 

Bogus Money in Lake. 

It was learned that the burned build- 

ing housed a gang of counterfeiters, 


who had on hand $30,000 in bogus cur- 


rency. After the fire this imitation 
money was dumped into the lake and 
the bill that was found by the milk- 
man was one that had been washed 
ashore. 

Miss Iola Barkinson, who was ar- 
rested Saturday, at the same time that 
Edward Logan and Leo Brown were 
captured, was allowed to remain yester- 
day in her room at a hotel. It is be- 
lieved she gave the secret men the in- 
formation which led to the arrest of 
the two men in Memphis. Brown is 
held at Joliet and Logan is a prisoner 
at the County Jail. 

Two of the men under arrest are said 
to be engravers. 


Indian on Bill Cross-EKyed. «© 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Chief Wilkie 
of the Secret Service today announced 
that a new counterfeit $5 silver certifi- 
cate (Indian head) has been detected in 
circulation, having first made its ap- 
pearance in Providence, R. L 

The counterfeit note purports to be 
one of those authorized by the act of 
Aug. 4, 1886, series of 1899, check letter 
D, face plate No: 2, back plate No. 666, 
with portrait of Onepap. A defect in 
the plate gives the Indlan chief a cross- 
eyed expression. 

The blue seal closely approximates the 
genuine in color, but is badly printed, 
being coarse and rough, with many 
broken lines, The back of the note is 
lighter in color, but appears much like 
the genuine.

SAVE BARASDALL | 
‘ROM SWINDL 


Pittsburg Millionaires Said to 
Have Been Caught in Elab- 
orate Trap. 








LOOKING FOR OPTIONS 





Two Men Grew Suspicious 
and Looked Up the Pro- 
moter’s Record. 





T. N. Barnsdall, the head of one of 
the syndicates proposing to bring natu- 
ral gas to St. Louis, is said in dispatches 
from Pittsburg to have been interest- 
ed with other Pittsburg millionaires in 
heavy financial deals which would have 
resulted in heavy losses to them but for 
the arrest of the men who had been 
promyvting the deals. Col. J. M. Guf- 
fey the Democratic boss of Pennsy!l- 
vania; Richard Brinsley Sheridan and 
John A. Garmen are others mentioned 
as having been interested in the transac- 
tions. 

W. A. and John A. Fitzpatrick, broth- 
ers, were arrested Sunday and are 
charged with being confederates of J. 
Montefiore . Meyers, who’ Was arrested 
Saturday and was taken to New York 














on a charge of the theft of bonds valued 
at $4500. 

Sheridan and Ciethes live in Wilkes- 
barre, Pa., and they are responsible for 
the arrests. It is belteved that many 


_other Pittsburg millionaires were inter- 
ested in the deals and that the swindle 


would have caused a tremendous sensa- 


tion if it had been carried through. 


Meyers and the Fitzpatricxs are said 
to have been promoting a deal to buy 


options on coal and oil lands, whether 


in the East or in the West has not been 
learned. Meyers represented himseif as 
representing English capitalists, the 
Rothschilds, and said he was re 
for a place to invest many millio 
Impressed the MilMenntrea,- 
Meyers was of an engaging person- 
ality and he was able to impress Barns- 
dail, Sheridan and Guffey. They are 
all interested in coal, ofl and gas lands 
and they welcomed the representative 


of the English millions. 


| “Meyers came to see me in Wilkes- 
barre about oil some time ago,’’ Mr. 
Sheridan said in Pittsburg. “I have 
known John A: Fitzpatrick for some 
years, and a letter from him introduc- 
ing Meyers to me was received. 

“Meyers said to me that he repre- 
sented European capital and thought 
Wilkesbarre would be an. excellent 
Place to build factories and mills on ac- 
count of its contiguity to the fuel 
fields. He suggested that before start- 
ing to build, it would be a good idea 
to get options on coa! lands, to insure 
fuel supply. He insisted that local 
capital support the project as some 
favoritism might be had from the Leg- 
islature. 

“T will confess that Meyers won my 
complete confidence, which was 
strengthened when I learned that he 
had interested Col. Guffey. I introduced 
him to a number of men who I thought 
inight be of service to the project and 
spent considerable money in boosting 
the thing. 

Wanted in New York, 

“To make the thing look still better, 
Meyers brought Col. Guffey to Wilkes- 
barre. I do not know what caused it, 
but Garman and myself grew suspicious 
and, as, Meyers said he.was from New 
York, we asked the police there about 
him. It was then his record in that 
city was uncovered and his arrest on 
a charge of grand larceny followed on 
Saturday.”’ 

The superintendent of police of Pitts- 
burg said: 

“From all I can learn, Meyers and 
his confederates got very little, if any, 
money, but they were just about ready 
to unload a swindle that would have 
torn things wide open in financial cir- 
cles,”’ 


Said He Had $200,000,000 Backing. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Claiming to 
have the backing of European capital- 
ists to the extent of $200,000,000, accord- 
ing to the story told by the police, Jo- 
’eph H. Montefiore Meyers, who has 
“spent the last few months in Pittsburg, 
endeavoring to interest the capitalists 
of that city in various plans requiring 


large amounts of money, was brought I 


to this city today and charged with the 
larceny of five bonds valued at $4500. 

Meyers, it was said, claimed acquaint- 
ance with many prominent people, both 
in this country and abroad, and he was 
introduced at the clubs and dined by 
Pittsburg financiers, whom he interested 
in his various plans. Some time ago 
Meyers got an option on oil properties 
jowned by Col. J. M. Guffey of that 
city, but failing within the time limit 
to pay the purchase’ money, negotfa- 
tions came to an end. 

Previous to going to Pittsburg, Mey- 
ers had spent three years in this city, 
and by means of letters of introduction 
bearing the names of well-known men, 
he succeeded in meeting men and wom- 
en of prominence in a social and busi- 
ness way.

Bridge Can Be Built There 
Provided O’Reilly’s Plans 
Are Changed. »* 





That the Chouteau avenue site for the 
Free Bridge has not been rejected by 
the Government engineers was made 
clear to Mayor Wells and President 
O’Reilly of the Board of Public Im- 
provements in a letter received Monday 
from Robert Shaw Oliver, Assistant 
Secretary of War, in which the reasons 
for rejecting O’Reilly’s plans are given. 

The Government will have no objec- 
tion to the building of the bridge at the 
Chouteau avenue site if the suggestions 
of the engineers are complied with. The 
Government engineers require that the 
height of the bridge shall be 65 feet in 
the clear above the high-water mark of 
1908, and that the opening between the 
piers shall not be less than 600 feet wide. 

In the O’Reilly plans the plers were 
to be 6500 feet in the clear, and the 
bridge 65 feet above the high-water 
mark of 1905. Mr. O’Reilly says the plans 
can be changed in a few days to con- 
form to the recommendations of the 
War Department, but that it will cost 
more to hkhuild the kind of a bridge the

Joseph Maxson, Mrs. Gunness’ farm- 
hand, told about the screening of the

home by Elmer Schultz, the Colorado 
miner. He minutely described the pro- 
cess and drew a verbal picture of the 
sluicing box used by Schultz in an ef- 
fort to find evidence in the case. 

Maxson said that one morning Schultz 
cried out to him: 

“T’ve found the teeth,”’ and with this 
exclamation Schultz took them out of 
his pocket. 

Emphasis was made by the defense as 
to the finding of the teeth, whether or 
not Maxson actually saw the miner 
take the teeth from the ashes.
